EDITORIAL  REPORTS 


General  Series: 

Dr.  Sylvia  Van  Kirk,  the  General  Editor,  presented  the  following  report: 

Since  the  last  annual  meeting,  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  volume  The 
Great  Awakening  in  Nova  Scotia  has  been  published  and  distributed  to 
members. 

Vol.  II  of  Lord  Minto’s  Canadian  Papers  is  in  the  process  of  being 
typeset.  It  is  anticipated  that  it  will  be  published  in  late  1983. 

The  next  volumes  to  be  published  in  the  series  are  Captain  Bayfield’s 
Journals  of  the  St,  Lawrence  Survey  edited  by  Ruth  McKenzie.  Preliminary 
editing  of  Vol.  I  has  been  completed  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  volume  will  be 
ready  for  typesetting  in  Jan.  1984  to  be  followed  quickly  by  Vol.  II.  It  is 
hoped  that  Vol  I  will  be  published  in  the  fall  of  1984  and  Vol.  II  early 
in  1985. 

Professor  Barry  Gough’s  two  volumes  of  the  Journal  of  Alexander 
Henry  the  Younger  are  the  next  two  volumes  scheduled  for  publication. 
Projected  publication  dates  are  the  fall  of  1985  for  Vol.  I  and  the  fall  of 
1986  for  Vol.  II. 

The  volume  on  The  Records  of  the  Glasgow  Colonial  Society,  which  is 
being  edited  by  Dr.  Elizabeth  McDougall,  requires  further  revision  before 
it  will  be  ready  for  publication.  It  is  now  slotted  into  the  production 
schedule  for  1987. 

Since  the  last  annual  meeting,  one  new  volume  has  been  commissioned, 
The  Hale/Amherst  Correspondence,  1798-1826,  to  be  edited  by  Prof. 
Roger  Hall.  Other  volumes  still  in  progress  are  The  Reports  of  William 
Duncan  of  Metlakatla,  edited  by  Prof.  Morris  Zaslow;  The  Letters  and 
Memoranda  of  O.D.  Skelton,  edited  by  Dr.  Norman  Hillmer;  and  The 
Letters  of  Gilbert  Malcolm  Sproat,  1876-1880,  edited  by  Prof.  Robin 
Fisher.  If  we  are  able  to  publish  one  volume  a  year  as  intended,  this  takes 
us  up  to  the  fall  of  1991. 


Ontario  Series: 


Dr.  P.  Douglas  W.  McCalla,  the  Ontario  Editor,  presented  the  following 
report: 

I  have  now  received  the  University  of  Toronto  Press’s  estimate  of  costs 
to  publish  The  Upper  Canadian  Rebellion  volume  by  Colin  Read  and 
Ronald  Stagg,  and  I  am  now  exploring  financial  arrangements  for  its 
publication.  This  suggests  that  actual  publication  will  not  be  possible  in 
1983,  despite  our  best  efforts  to  meet  that  deadline. 

At  present  I  am  doing  intensive  final  editorial  work  on  Peter  Baskerville’s 
excellent  manuscript  on  The  Bank  of  Upper  Canada,  in  preparation  for  a 
meeting  that  he  and  I  have  arranged  in  Victoria  early  in  June. 

Other  volumes  in  the  series  include  Cornelius  Jaenen’s  Ontario  During 
the  French  Regime,  and  I  now  have  a  portion  of  the  manuscript  for  it  in 
hand. 

Membership  Report: 

The  Chairman,  in  the  absence  of  the  Honorary  Secretary,  Mr.  PS. 
Osier,  reported  that  there  are  currently  1,175  members  of  the  Society. 
There  were  a  few  deaths  and  resignations  and  a  few  new  members  accepted 
during  the  year. 

He  expressed  his  hope  for  an  increase  in  prospective  members  from 
Quebec. 

Treasurer' s  Report: 

The  Honorary  Treasurer,  Mr.  J.K.  Armour  presented  the  financial 
statements  for  1982.
